the  foi lowing  is  a report  on  *>  part  in  the  arrest  of  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
on  Friday,  November  22,1263. 

At  liii'1  pm  on  November  22,  1263,  Captain  ~.  -ought;,  am.  ~gt,  A,  Barnes 
received  a 0:11  to  Tenth  and  Patton  Streets  regard!  g the  shooting  of  Officer 
■J.  Tipplt. 

As  they  were  preparing  to  leave  the  City  Hall,  X sked  Captain  Doughty  if 
1 could  go  with  than  and  X was  told  that  1 could.  e proceeded  to  the  location 
and  after  we  ted  boon  there  about  five  (5)  minutes  a call  came  out  that  the 
shooting  suspect  was  in  the  Texas  Theater. 

Captain  Talbert  was  answering  this  call  and  he  was  alone,  so  i asked  if  I 
might  go  with  him.  As  we  proceeded  to  the  Texas  Theater  the  Dispatcher  asked 
that  the  rear  of  the  theater  be  covered.  Captain  Talbert  let  ae  out  In  the  front 
and  told  me  th  t ho  would  cover  the  roar . 

As  a entered  the  theater,  X was  told  by  Det,  John  Toney  that  the  suspect 
was  in  the  balcony.  X went  to  the  balcony  and  searched  the  men  ana  women's 
restrooms  on  my  wa-  up  there.  >,  patrolman  was  with  me,  but  i did  not  know  his 

name. 

As  I went  into  the  balcony  I asked  th*  projectionist  to  turn  on  the  house 
lights,  '-he  • the  lights  were  turned  on  X noticed  several  people  up  there.  % 
this  time  there  were  several  other  patrolmen  in  the  balcony,  one  w os  C.  - . Bentley, 
Jr.,  who.  X told  to  search  all  of  the  people  in  the  balcony  and  get  their  names. 

After  this,  X went  back  to  the  lower  floor.  Just  as  I entered  the  lower 
flocr  X saw  tetrolraan  McDonald  fighting  with  this  suspect.  i saw  this  suspaet 
pull  a pistol  from  his  shirt,  so  X went  to  ‘atrolman  McDonald's  aid  immediately. 
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I grabbed  the  suspect  by  tho  -seek  and  attempted  to  get  his  right  arm. 

Hjr  this  time  other  officers  cone  to  our  assistance. 

Tie  subdued  the  suspect  and  placed  handcuffs  on  him.  X took  hold  of  his 
belt  behind  his  back,  Sgt.  «*err  Hill  was  on  one  side  of  him,  Det,  Hob  Carroll 
was  on  the  other  side,  and  ‘atrolman  C.  F.  'dtor  took  hold  of  his  belt  in  front. 

Dot,  "cons  also  helped  us  get  him  to  the  car  parked  in  front  of  the  theater. 

I got  in  the  back  seat  and  the  suspect  was  put  in  next  to  ras,  and  ‘atrolman 
Walter  got  in  on  his  right.  Det.  Carroll,  Sgt.  Hill,  and  Bet.  x> ons  were  in 
the  front  seat,  as  we  proceeded  to  the  City  Hall. 

On  the  wa  to  the  City  Hall  X removed  the  suspect's  wallet  and  obtained 
his  name.  He  made  several  remarks  enroute  to  the  City  Hall  aiiout  police  brutality 
and  denied  shooting  anybody  . 

Sgt.  Jerry  Hill  bad  the  SfcV;  38  cal,  pistol  with  six  (6)  shells  in  bis 
possession  on  the  way  to  the  City  Hall.  This  pistol  was  initialed  by  me  and 
turned  over  to  It.  Baker  and  Captain  Frits  by  Sgt.  Hill. 

X turned  his  Identification  over  to  It,  laker,  l then  went  to  Captain 
Westbrook 1 s office  to  make  a report  of  this  arrest. 

I than  was  told  by  inspector  Kookos  to  so  to  Baylor  Hospital  to  receive 
treatment  for  the  injured  foot  X received  in  making  the  arrest. 

My  foot  was  X-rayed  at  Baylor  Hospital  and  I was  told  that  I had  pulled 
several  ligaments  In  both  sides  of  my  right  foot. 

A cast  was  placed  on  my  foot  and  leg  and  I was  given  a pair  of  crutches  to 
use.  X was  told  to  report  to  Or.  Boswell  on  Tuesday,  November  26,  1963  at  li  >00  pm. 

After  an  examination  by  Dr,  Boswell,  I was  told  that  the  cast  would  have 
to  remain  on  the  foot  and  leg  until  about  bee  ember  20,  1963.
